New York, April, 19.—The Carpa- 


thia docked at 8:35 Thursday night. The 
Titanic survivors began leaving the ship 
immediately. 


The crowd which extended back for 


blocks surged silently forward. 


The 
passengers had prepared a 


statement which was issued on landing. 
It said the Titanic struck the iceberg 
during a smooth sea and a cold starlight 
night. 


The berg was reported to the bridge 


by lookouts, but too late. The Titanic 
sank at 2;30 Monday morning 
The 


Carpathia arrived at 4 a. m.

THE GIGANTIC VESSEL BROKE IN TWO, FOLLOWING TWO

New York, Apral 19.—"Not onl 


was the Titanic tearing to her.doon 
with every ounce of steam on, but 
she was under orders from the gen- 
eral officers of the line to make all 
the speed <of which she was capable." 


This was the statement made last 


night by C. H. Moody, quartermas- 
ter of the vessel and helmsman on 
the niglut of the .disaster. 
He said 


the ship was making 23 knots an 
hour and officers were striving to 
live up to orders to smash records^ 


"It -was close to midnight," said 


Moody. "I was on the bridge with 
the second officer, who was in com- 
mand. Suddenly he shouted, 'Port 
your helm!' I did so, but it was too 
late. We struck a submerged por- 
tion oi ithe berg." 


Most distressing stories are those 


giviing experiences of passengers in 
Hteboats. 
These tell not only 
of 


their own suffering, but give 
the 


harrowing details of how they saw 
the great hulk of the Titanic break 
in two. the alter part sinking first 
amid a series of explosions, follow- 
ed by the sinking of the 
forward 


part of the sluip. 


As this awful spectacle was wit- 


nessed by groups of survivors in the 
boats they plainly saw many of those 
whom they had just left behind leap- 
ing from the deck into Oie water. t 


J'. Bruce Ismay, president of the 


International Mercantile Marine, the 
owners of the White Star line, who 
was among the seventy odd men scav- 
ed; R. A. S. Franklin, vice president 
of the Whiite Star hne. and United 
States Senator William Aliden Smith, 
chairman of the Senate investigating 
committee, held a conference aboard 
the Carpathia soon after the passen- 
gers had come ashore last night. 
Alter nearly an hour Senator 


Smith came out of the cabin 
and 


aid 'he had no authority to subpoena 
witnesses at this time but would be- 
iin an investigation into the cause of 
he awful dicaster today. He an- 
nounced that Mr. Ismay had consent- 
to appear at the hearing and that 


VIr Franklin and the four surviving 
officers of the Titanic would appear 
or examination by the senate com- 
mittee 
Senator Smith said the course the 


nvest/igation woulid follow wouild be 
delayed until after the preliminary 
i earing. 
Senator Smith was questioned as 


to the speed of the Titanic when sho 
crashed into the icebreg. 
He said 
ie had asked Ismay, but declined to 
say what Ismay's reply was. Bruce 
Ismay gave out a prepared statement 
laying in part: 
"I can only say that the White 
Star line officers and employes will 
do everything humanly possible 
to 
alleviate the suffering and sorrow 
of relatives and friends of those who 
perished. The Titanic was the last 
word in ship-building. Every regu- 
lation prescribed 
by

Board of Trade had 
been 
strictly 


complied with. I am Informed that 
a committee of .the United 
States 
senate has been appointed to inves- 
tigate. 
I heartily welcome a most 


complete inquiry, and any aid that 1 
or my associates or our builders can 
give is at the service of the public 
and of the governments of both the 
United States and Great Britain. Un- 
der these circumstances, I must de- 
fer making any further statement. 
"I do not know the speed at which 


the Titanic was going," said Mr. Is- 
may, in reply to .a question. 


LIFE SAVING APPARATUS INADEQUATE 
r 


New York, April 19—Upon arrival of the Carpathia Thursday 


night, a signed statement was given to the Associated Press by the 
survivors calling Attention to the inadequacy of the life-saving ap- 
pliances of-the1 Titanic and pointing particularly to the following 
features: (1) Insufftency of life boats; (2- lack of trained seamen; 
(3) lack of officers to execute orders on the bridge; (4) the absence 
of search lights. 


The Titanic:'s deck was 75 feet above the water and passengers 


were required to embark before lowering the life-boats, thus endan- 
gering the operations and preventing loading the life-boats to the 
maximum capacity. ,

WHEN HOPE WAS GONE BAND ASSEMBLED 


AND PLAYED "NEARER MY GOD TO THEE* 


New York, April 19—When the life boats were pushed from 


the Titanic the huge steamer was brightly lighted, the band was 
playing and Captain Smith stood upon the bridge, giving directions. 
The bow of the Titanic was well submerged and her keel waa high. 
Suddenly she seemed to break in two and the next moment all dis- 
appeared, to sink two miles below the 
surface of the Atlantic 


Ocean. The steamer sank among seemingly endless fields of ice. 
One survivor counted thirteen icebergs. 
"^ 


The first life-boats lowered from the sinking ship carried more 


male passengers, as the men were first to reach the boats. When the 
women and children reached the decks the cry "women first" was 
rigidly enforced. The officers drew their revolvers but in most 
cases there was no use for them. Revolver shots heard before the 
Titanic sank gave rise to the report that Captain Smith had com- 
mitted suicide but the crew discredits the rumors and insists that 
the Captain was brave to the end. 
Captain Smith was last seen 


standing on the bridge before the ship sank, leaping when the decks 
were washed away.

Passengers on the Carpathia give the death list at seventeen 


hundred. They praise the heroism of the crew who gave their 
lives with a courage equal to that of John Jacob Astor, the multi- 
millionaire, Henry B. Harris, the theatrical manager, and Jacques 
Fubielle. 
An explosion of a boiler finally finished the Titanic's career. 


The collision admitted the icy water and the explosion cut the 
great ship' in *wo. After the life tboats were lowered and hope of 
those remaining on board the Titanic was abandoned the band 
gathered at the end o the steamer and playd "Neaerr My God 
To Thee."

The crash" against the iceberg, which had been sighted at only 


a quarter of a mile distance, came almost simultaneously with the 
click of the lever operated from the bridge, which stopped the en- 
gines and closed the water-tight doors.

TITANIC AND WIFE WHO WAS SAVED 


New York, April 19.—"I had been in my berth for about,ten 


minutes, when at 11:45 I felt a slight jar," said L. Beasley of Lon- 
don. "When I went up on deck a game of cards was going on and 
others had come, similarly, to inquire the cause. We saw an ice- 
berg and thought we had grazed it with a glancing blow. I returned 
to bed and the game continued, without thought of disaster.. Soon, 
there was a listing downward, and an order was shouted: "All pas- - 
sengers on deck with life belts on." There was an absence of panic 
and the men were ordered to..stay away-fronv-the.lifeb.6ats.. The 
women got in tti" boats quietly, with the exception of some who 
refused to leave their Husbands. 


"One by one the boats were filled with women and Children. 
"Any ladies on your deck?" came the shout. "No," T replied. 
"Then you had better ,iump." I dropped in the boat as it was 


lowered away. 
' 
"A stoicer was elected captain of our boat, and all obeyed 


his orders. The sea was calm and we drifted for several hours. 
About 2 o'clock the Titanic settled rapidly. She slowly tilted 
straight on end, with the stern vertically in the air. The machinery 
roared down through the vessel, but to our amazement, the Titanic 
remained in that upright position for about five minutes and then. 
disappeared." 


BALTIC AND CALIFORNIA

Wiick and 'her husband were in their 
stateroom. They thought the boiler 
had exploded and when they reached 


the deck all was confusion. The four 
women entered the

launched, which Mrs. Wick said was 
an hour after the accident. Mr. Wick 
stood at the rail as his wife 
and 
daughters were hedped into the boiLt 
and -waved his hand as the party left 
the Titanic. That was thelast seen 
of him. Mrs. Wick saiid the party 
drifted in the intense cold for five 
hours before they were picked up. 
She said that if the 
lifeboats had 


been launched as soon as the cap- 
tain knew the extent of the damage, 
everyone would have been saved." 


HEROISM OF 
PASSENGERS 


PART OF 16 LIFE BOATS HALF FILLED 


New York April 19—A passenger on the Carpathia says: "The 


life-boats were'a sight when we reach-id the Titanic's course. There 
were sixteen of them in all. The transfer of the passengers was 
most pitiable 
Tho adults were assisted in climbing into the boat by 


ropes adjusted to (heir waists while the children were hoisted from 
the life-boats in bags. Some of the life-boats were crowded while 
others were only half full. Some persons were in evening dress, 
nnd others wore ony their night gowns. All had been in the open 
boats for five hours. 
One woman *lied in one of the lite-boats. 


Three died after reaching the deck of the Carpathia and were 
buried at sea." 


New York, April 19.—E. Z. Taylor 


of Philadelphia, one of (the surviv- 
ors, jumped into the sea just before 
the boat sank. 


"I -was eating 
w'hen the 
boat 


struck the iceberg. I did not realize 
for some time what had happened. I 
ran out on deck and could see ice. 
I jumped into ithe ocean and 
was 
picked up by one of the boats. I had 
wai'ted on board until the lights went 
out. 
The discipline was wonderful. 
Col. Archibald Gracie, U. S. A., the 
last man saved, went down with the 
vessel, but was picked up. 
"Mrs. Isidor Straus went to her 
death because she .wouM not desert 
her husband. Although he pleaded 
with her to take 'her place in a life- 
boat, she refused, and wJien 'the ship 
settled at the head the two were en- 
gulfed by the wave that swept over 
her."When the ship plunged down I 


was forced, to let go. I was swirled 
around 'for what seemed to be an In- 
lerminable time. Eventually' I came 
•o the surface to find the sea a mass 
of tangled wreckage. 
I discovered a 
cork-like raft and after helping an- 
other man on it. I climbed aboard. 
The hours that elapsed before we 
were picked up by. the 
Carpa-thia 
were the longest and most 'terrible 
that ever I spent. We were practi- 
cally •without any sensation or feel- 
ing, because of the icy water, and 
were almost dropping Crom fati:gue. 
"We were afraid to turn around 


to see whether we iwere seen by pass- 
ing craft, and When the word was 
passed that a steamer was coming, 
one of tlu men on the raft became 
hysterical under the strain.

were tired upon, and declared that 
only once was a revolver displayed.

BIG LINER'S SIDE WAS RIPPED BY ICEBERG 


AS FAR BACK AS BOATS ENGINE ROOM 


Titanic Was After Record and Was Going at Full 


Speed When Collision Occurred—Explosion of 


Boiler Sent Ship to Her Doom—Claim 


More Could Have Been Saved 


in the Boats. 


New York, April 19.—The Titanic- disaster as written into his- 


tory yesterday by many of the 745 survivors accounts for the loss of 
1589 persons at sea off the Newfoundland banks early Monday and 
the subsequent death of six persons who had been rescued bringing 
the total of lives lost up to 1595. 


These official figures magnify greatly the estimate which had 


come by wireless and the stories which survivors tell make certain, 
as had already been, judged from the meagre wireless that the 
disaster is the greatest ocean travel has ever known. 


The big facts which came to the surface in the flood of narra- 


tives .are that 1595 persons met their death, that there is hardly a 
shadow of hope that this grand total will be curtailed by a single 
additional survivor, that several men of wealth and world wide 
prominence are, as had been feared for several days, among.those 
who perished, that practically the only women who were not saved 
were those who chose to die in their husband's embrace, that nearly 
all the survivors saw the Titanic sink and heard the band playing 
"Nearer, My God, to Thee." and the shrieks of those whom the sea 
claimed as the vessel sank in 2,000 fathoms of water. 


I 
HISTORY OF TITANIC. 


The history of the Titanic may be outlined chronologically as 


follows: 
. 


In 1910 the keel of the gigantic vessel was laid at the Harland 


& Wolff yard at Belfast; 1911, May 31, the vessel is launched and 
christened the "Titanic"; 1912 completed and fully furnished with 
an outlay of about $10,000,000; 1912, April 10, at noon starts on her 
maiden trip from Southampton to New York by way of Cherbourg; 
April 14 sent routine wireless warning telling of the presence of ice- 
bergs off the grand banks of Newfoundland; April 14, 11:40 p. m. 
Titanic strikes iceberg in latitude 41-16 north, and longitude 50-14 
west; April 14 at midnight, Carpathia and other vessels hear Titanic 
call for help; April 15, 12:27 a. m. the Titanic wireless is put out of 
commission and the flash is given that the boat is sinking by the 
head and that the women and children are being put off in life 
boats; April 15 about 1 o'clock the first n«ws reached the United 
States by way of the Allen line offices at Montreal, the Virginian 
reporting that the Titanic had struck an iceberg; April 16 2:20 a. m. 
the Titanic is sinking; April 16, 3 a. m. the wireless station at Cape 
Race gives a direct message to the Associated Press giving the first 
information of a serious disaster; April 16, 5 a. m. the first survivors 
are picked up from the life boats by the steamer Carpathia; April 16 
5 to 10 o'clock advancing; April 16, noon, report current that the 
Titanic is still afloat and all are saved; April 16 7:30 White Star line 
officers admit the probable great loss of life; April 16, the Car- 
pathia sends by wireless the list of survivors and fails to account for 
1,300 persons, including scores of men of wealth and prominence; 
April 17, hope given up that other vessels have survivors; April 18, 
two days elapse without the slightest details of the disaster. April 
19 at 8 o'clock the rescue ship docked with 745 passengers and crew, 
confirming the loss of all others and bringing details of the disaster. 


CAPTAIN ALONE ON THE DECK 


WHEN SWEPT DOWN BY WAVE 


NEW YORK, April 10.—George A. A. Braclon, a Titanic survivor, told 


how Captain Smith met his death. 


"I saw Captain Smith while T was in the water. He was standing on 


the clock alone. 
Once ho was swept down by a wave, but managed to get 


to his feet. 
Then, as the boat sank, he again was knocked down by a wave, 


and this time disappeared from view."

PASSENGER ON 
CARPATHIA TEllS 


WRESCUE 


New York, April 19.—A passenger 


on the Carpathia made the following 
statement upon the arrival^of the boat 
here Thursday night:

'"I was awakened about 12:30 at 


night -by a commotion on the decks 
which seemed unusual, but there was 
no excitement. As the boat was mov- 
ing, 
I paid little , attention to it and 


went to sleep again. 


At about 3 o'clock I again 
awak- 


ened, I noticed that 
the boat had 


stopped. 
I went to the deck. 
The 


Carpathia had changed her .course. 
Lifeboats were sighted and began to 
arrive, and soon, one by one, they 
drew up to our side. There were 16 
in all and the transferring of 
the 


passengers was most pitiable.

waists. The little children and babies

Those with immigrants in all sorts of 
shapes, were hurried into the - salon 
indiscriminately for a hot breakfast. 
They had been in the • open boats four 
and five hours in the most biting air 
I ever experienced.

But there was no demonstration. No 
sobs—scarcely a word spoken. They 
seemed to be stunned. 


"Immediately after breakfast divine 


service was held in the salon. 
One 


woman died in the lifeboat, three oth- 
ers died soon after reaching our' deck 
—their bodies were buried in the sea 
at 5 o'clock that afternoon. None of 
the rescued had any clothing except 
what they had on and a relief com- 
mittee was formed and our passengers 
contributed enough for their immedi- 
ate needs.

steamer was 


brilliantly lighted, the band was play- 
ing and the captain was standing on 
the

"The survivors were so close to the 


sinking steamer that they feared the 
lifeboats would be drawn

On our way back to New York we 


steamed along the edge of a field of 
ice which -scorned limitless. As far as 
the eye could see to the north there 
was no blue water. At one time I 
counted 13 icebergs."

The Titanic 
was making 21 knots an hour when she struck the iceberg-. .No one 
at first thought she would sink.- She remained afloat more than two 
hours. The iceberg ripped open her bowels below the water line. 
An instant panic was averted by Captain Smith's terse appeal to his 
crew to "Be British, my men.. A small number of steerage'passen- 
gers tried to rush to the life boats, but were held back by the crew 
and passengers. The Titanic turned her nose for the bottom when 
the last life boat was less than 100 yards away. She reared her stern 
high in the air and trembled for a moment before seeking the bot- 
tom.

ient for a nine by twelve rug.

Proceed as Follows: 


First sweep the ruts thoroughly clean. Beprin work at the corner farthest from the 
door.

people on the wrecked Titanic. The 
telegram tells the Beckwiths' story of 
the collision of the Titanic and an ice- 
berg, last Sunday night, and of their 
experiences since then, as told by them 


j to Mr. Monypeny: 
"Mr and Mrs. Beckwith and Miss 


Helen Newsom - arrived on the 
Car- 


pathia this evening, all three s_afe and 
well. Mr. Beckwith was in his even- 
Ing clothes. 
"They relate that last Sunday night. 


a fine,"calm night, with most of the 
passengers below, at 11:40 
o'clock, 


the Titanic struck an iceberg, tearing 
out her keel on the 
starboard side 


amidship, under the Beckwith cabin. 
The shock was not severe and was 
hardly felt on the upper deck. 
"The bottles on the dressing taDle 


in the Beckwith 
cabin 
were 
not 


knocked over. So light was the shock 
that no one realized there was anj 
danger. The Beckwiths went on deck, 
more out of curiosity than 
anything 


else. Most of the few people on deck 
were on the starboard side, but they 
went to port. 
"A mate stood close by them 
and 


Brace Ismay was near the mate. Both 
of them gave orders for families to 
keep together, and said that everyone 
could go, as tnere was room for all. 
The Beckwiths were placed in the sec- 
ond boat, which was lowered from the 
ship. There were hardly enough peo- 
ple to man the boat and Mr. Beck- 
with and Behr took oars and rowed all 
night. 
"When the first boats left but few, 


if any, realized the danger, and many 
refused to go to the boats. 
For this 


reason manv were lost who might have 
been saved. The passengers were con- 
fident the big liner coud not sink. 


"When the Beckwiths' boat reached 


the water the people in.it had the same 
trouble that others report concerning 
casting loose 
They 
found 
patent 


tackle blocks that no one knew how to 
work. Mr. Beckwith happened to have 
a small gold pocketknife in his evening 
clothes, and with this he 
cut 
the 


ropes. There was no light on the life- 
boat, but those with oars pushed away 
from the sinking ship as rapidly as 
possible. 
"Back at a safe distance they saw 


the Titanic sink. 
She sank by the 


head, rolled hack and forth twice, tip- 
ped her nose, then dived down out of 
sight. The lights went out just 
a 


short time before she sank, at 2:20 in 
the morning. 
"The horrifying part of the exper- 


ience came with the sinking of 
the 


boat. 
Over the 
water's 
came 
the 


music of the band as the big line- 
went down. This was 
followed 
by 


shrieks of persons who 
had 
been 


ttirown into the water, but had suc- 
ceeded in keeping afloat for a time. 
For an hour these wild cries came over 
the water, growing fainter and fainter 
until finally all was quiet.

put about and staited full speed to the

He placed a double shift of 


men in the boiler i corns and got four 
knots more speed out of the Carpathia 
than she had ever showed before. 


"The Carpathia's trip was itself 
a. 


thrilling one. The captain placed nine 
men on watch, to look out for icebergs, 
and all night through the boat dodged 
them in a most remarkable 
manner. 


Meantime the ship was gotten ready to 
accommodate 2000 survivors.

the survivors were picked up, all alike 
were hustled into the dining room for 
hot coffee and breakfast. The captain 
of the Cunard liner deserves all the 
credit possible.
